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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the applicant's arguments, the first contention 
is that Peng does not "receive reticle inspection data from the fabrication device". As fabrication device is not clearly defined,the 
applicant is entitled to the broadest possible interpretation of this term and therefore Peng does meet this requirement. 

The examiner maintains his stance that "mitigating defects associated with delay times" is intended use. 

It should also be noted that Le was provided to show that reticles and wafers can be produced in the same fashion and therefore using 
the approach of Peng on a reticle would be obvious in light of Le. 

The applicant's arguments over the rejections of claims 8, 10, and 12 -15 seem entirely predicated on the belief that reticles are created 
in a different manner than wafers, as this is not the case the arguments are moot. . 
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
